G.s.r. 685(E).— in pursuance cf rule 8 of the htarcotlc Drugs and 
Psychotropic Substances Rules, 1986, the Central Government hereby 
notifies the general condtlons fer g-ant of licences specified bdew for 
cultivation of opium poppy on account of the Central Government drlng the 
Opium crop year commencing on the 1 st day of October, 1999 and endng with 
the 3C? h day of September, 2000. 


PREAMBLE 


The Government of Inda- 

CONSIDERING the indispensable medicinal use of opium, 
RECOGNISING its role as the sole licit supplier cf this raw material to 
meet requirements of opiates, 

CONSCIOUS of the necessity to prevent and combat drug trafficking, 
drug abuse and narco-terrorism, 

HEREBY lays down the following general condtlons for grant of 
licences for opium cultivation for the crop year 2000. 

1 PLACES OF CULTIVATION 

Poppy cultivation may be licenced in any tract as may be notified in this 
behalf by the Central Gcwernment. 

2 ELIGIBILITY FOR CULTIVATION 

Orty those cultivators who have tendered an average yield cf net less 
than 42 kgs./hectare In the Sates cf Madhya Pracesh, Rajasthan and Uttar 
Pradesh during the crop year 1999 shall be o'^bie **r licences 

wwever, the above limits shall snu bo to tiie cultivate of 

following categories: 
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(I) \AAio ploughed back their entire poppy cultivation during 1999 crop year 
under the supervision of Government 

(II) VUwse appeal against refusal or Licence has been allowed after the 
last date of settlement in the crop year 1999; or 

(III) Who ciitlvated poppy in any previous year and were eligible for licence 
in the following year, but dd not voluntarily obtain the licence for any 
reason, or who alter having obtained licence fa following crop year, dd 
not cultivate poppy due to any reason. 


3. CONDITIONS OF LICENCE 

No cuttlvotor shall be granted licence unless he/she satisfies that: 

(a) He/She dd not exceed the area licenced and measured fa poppy 
cultivation during the crop year 1999; 

(b) Ha/She dd not at any time resort to Hlldt cultivation of opium poppy and 
was not charged In the competent court fa any offence under the Narcotic 
Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985 and the Rules made 
thereunder; 

(c) During the crop year 1999 he/she dd not violate any departmental 
Instructions Issued by the Central Bureau of Narcotics to the cultivators a had 
not adulterated his/her opium; 

(d) The village where he/she resides will have a minimum of 2 hectares 
under licenced opium poppy cultivation during the crop year 2000. 

Provided that clause (d) shall not apply to the cultivator who agrees to 
transfer his peppy cultivation in a village which has more than 2 hectares cl 
land fa peppy cultivation during the crop year 2000. 

4. NEW LICENCES 

Applications fa new licences Shall be considered from the residents of 
opium cultivating villages falling In the notified tracts. The i mages wrff be 
selected in descending order tom high yielding villages. New licences will be 
distributed equally amongst all the Divisions. Fa determination cf average 
yield of a village, the average of the opium yield per hectare tendered by the 
villages In the last live years shall be taken into account. Fa a village, which 
has more than one Lambardar a Is divided into more than one part fa 
administrative convenience, the yield of the entire village will be taken Into 
account fa computing the average yield.

5. CONDITIONS FOR ISSUE OF NEW LICENCES 

(a) The applicant stolid be physically capable of carrying out opium 
cultivation.. 

(b) The name or the applicant should appear In the latest Voters List of the 
village of which ha/she Is a resident. 

(c) The applicant or anyone of Ns/her family members should not have ever 
bean charged In the Competert Coil fa any offence under the ndps 
Act, 1905 and aies made thereunder. 

(d) The applicant shodd have agricultural land in his/her name on which 
hafehe intends to cUttfvote opium poppy. 

(e) The applicant shexid have a separate ration card Issued prior to January 
1996. 

(f) New Beene© will be issued to only one person In a family. 

(g) if there Is more than one applicant from the same farrity, the eldest 
member will be given the licence. 

(h) Other things being equal, preference will be given to applicants having 
Irrigation facilities. 

For Issuing new licences, “family" Is defined as: 

“Family consists of father, mother, spouse, unmarried brtfhers, 

unmarried sisters, dependant sons, and unmarried daughters." 

6. MAXIMUM AREA 

Slabs for aJtlvetion shall be 20 ares and 30 ares. The licensees shall 
sow In the entire area for which license has been Issued. FaHire to foHcw the 
above conditions shall disentitle the licensees for license cf opium peppy 
cultivation for Wire crop years. 

Acdtlvater can sow opium poppy in more than one plot but each plot 
should not be less than 10 eras. 

7. CONDONABLE LIMIT 

The condonable limit In respect of excess or shortfall in cultivated area 
shall not exceed 5% of the licenced area. 
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8. MINIMUM QUALIFYING YIELD IN THE CROP YEAR 2001 

A minimum qualifying yield of 62 kgrtiectare in Mactiya Pradesh and 
Rajasthan and 44 kgftectare in Liter Pradeah must be tendered during the 
crop year 2000 to become ©liable for opium licence in the following year. 

9. MISCELLANEOUS 

(I) These Instructions are wWxxi prejuctce to the right of the Narcotics 
Comrnlssloner/Deputy Narcotics Commissioner to issueAvlthhdd a licence 
whene\«r It Is deemed proper so to do m accordance with the protoions of the 
Narcotics Drugs a Psychotropic Substances Act, 1986 and the Rules made 
thereunder. 

(ii) The quantity of opium mentioned above wHi be caiciiated at 70 degree 

consistence, on factory analysis. 

(HI) NoMthotandlng anything stated about, the Government reeatuae the 
ri^t to wtthcfraw permission for opium cultivation in such villages where the 
total area under cultivation, at ary time, falls below 2 hectares or any other 
limit prescribed by the Government.
